An inspection of these three tables be- 
low makes it at once apparent that the 
ratio of iron to silica is greater in the 
gray ores of Alabama than in the Oriskany 
ores of Virginia. In other words, grade 
for grade, the gray ores are of better qual- 
ity. But these Oriskany ores, despite their 
high silica, are the mainstay of the iron 
industry of “the Old Dominion,” and for 
more than half a century have been used 
continuously, first in the old charcoal fur- 
naces, which supplied material of war to 
the Confederacy, and afterward in modern 
coke furnaces, which have yielded foundry 
iron of unusual excellence and wide repu- 
tation, and this in spite of the fact that 
they carry what would be considered by 
some of the ironmasters of Alabama an 
excessive percentage of silica.

Markets, Tonnage and Expert Testi- 
mony. 

It has been suggested that the utiliza- 
tion of the gray ores might have a re- 
habilatory effect on the various iron in- 
terests of East Alabama, which in recent 
years have been far from active, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that within 25 to 50 
miles of the gray-ore district several fur- 
naces now stand idle. All of these might 
continue in blast and never have occasion 
to shut down for lack of ore were they 
able to draw on the gray ores and also on 
the Cambrian red hematites occurring in 
Columbiana Mountain, near the county- 
seat of Shelby. The latter ore ‘s similar 
to the gray ores both in composition as 
well as origin, and has been investigated 
and approved by no less an authority than 
Charles Catlett, on whose judgment the 


Weewoka district was bought by the same 


interests. Edwin C. Eckel, formerly chief 
of the iron-ore division of the United 
States Geological Survey, has examined 


both of the gray-ore districts, and his re- 


ports, which the present writer has had 


the privilege of reading, are also highly 
favorable. Estimates of tonnage based on 
these reports and the writer’s personal

reserve. It is evident, therefore, that the 
Cambrian hematites of East Alabama will 
more than supply the needs of the furnaces 


of that section, and may be used to supple- 


ment the deficiency of brown ores in the 

Birmingham district also. 

Importance and Potentialities of 
Cambrian Hematites in Furnace 
Practice. 

The practice in burdening the furnaces 
of the Birmingham district is,as previously 
stated, to mix the “limy” or fossiliferous 
ores of Red Mountain with limonites or 
brown ores, in order to obtain a more flux- 
ible burden and a better grade of pig. The 
soft (leached) red ores were used as a 
substitute for brown ore so long as they 
lasted. Each year brown ore deposits are 
being depleted, with a corresponding an- 
nual increase in cost per ton at the furnace. 
The proportions in which these limonites 
are mixed with the calcareous (Clinton).ore 
is shown in the table below, quoted from 
the Engineering and Mining Journal of 


November 28, 1908, which gives the aver- 


age furnace burden in Birmingham dis- 
trict:

The economies effected in the manufac- 
ture of iron in the Birmingham district 
consist not only in the proximiiy of the 
raw materials, but it depends also on the 
practice of mixing calcareous Clinton ores 
ranging from 33 to 40 per cent. in content 
of metallic iron with higher grade sili- 
ceous ores having a metallic iron content 
from 10 to 15 units per hundred greater 
than the former. The industrial future 
of the district depends, therefore, as much 
on the tonnage of high-grade siliceous 
ores as it does on the lower grade eal- 
careous ores. That there is an abundance 
of the latter there can be no doubt, but 
the tonnage of limonite is far less abun- 
dant, and, in the opinion of well-informed 
experts, is insufficient if the present prac- 
tice of mixing the two is to be continued. 
An inventory of the raw material of most 
of the furnace companies in Alabama 
shows that the weak point is a supply of 
large enough tonnage of limonite. 

With its enormous supply of calcareous 
ore the Alabama district is now interested 
in finding a suitable siliceous ore to serve 
as a mixture, and as a substitute for or to 
accompany a decreased amount of brown 
ore. Prior to the opening up of these 
“gray ores” and the Cambrian red hema- 
tite of Shelby county, no sufficient quan- 
tity was in sight anywhere. In this way 
the importance of these new sources of ore 
supply to the iron and steel interest of the

This has been 
brought about by the practical completion 
of the new $150,000 five-story brick hotel 
in Bristol, designed especially for the com- 
fort and entertainment of tourists, and the 
further fact that Bristol today, through 
the more than $500,000 expended in high- 
way construction, is regarded as one of 
the most delightful automobile cities in 
the Appalachian mountains. 

At a dinner last Tuesday arranged by 
the Board of Trade more than 40 leading 
jobbers and manufacturers during the ex- 
perience hour made statements that their 
business for 1910 showed marked increase 
over any year since the days of ihe panic, 
and that they were preparing for a busi- 
ness in 1911 that would exceed anything in 
the history of their business life in Bristol. 
C. M. Brown, president of the Board of 
Trade, who is a retailer, and others en- 
gaged in the retail trade, said that their 
books show a splendid increase in business 
for the year, and three well-known jobbers 
innounced that for the first time in their 
history they were unable to fill late fall 
orders. It was shown that the monthly 
payroll of the Bristol industries had in- 
creased $25,000 per month, and during the 
past six months nearly $100,000 had been 
put in brick buildings. The bank deposits 
are $200,000 more in November, 1910, than 
they were in November, 1909. The secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade made a state- 
ment that during the last six months he 
had distributed from his office more than 
35,000 separate pieces of mail matter ad- 
vertising Bristol.

INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. 


[Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

Kentucky's revenue laws are not very 
favorable to the development of Kentucky's 
resources, but it is encouraging to note 
occasionally a substantial forward move- 
ment in an industrial way. Recently there 
was announced the formation of a corpora- 
tion to engage in phosphate mining in 
Woodford county. Now comes the news 
from Logan county that a company is pre- 
paring to develop 500 acres of asphalt 
lands north of Russellville. 

Enterprises of this sort are of impor- 
tance to the entire State. They are more 
important to the counties directly affected, 
but prosperity cannot be confined within 
the borders of a single county, and any- 
thing that helps one county helps other 
counties nearby and, in a general way, 
helps all. 

It has been known for years that Logan 
county was rich in asphalt deposits, and 
there has been some development work, 
but there is room for a great deal more.
